P artr of Men RetarnlnK from a Laboi 
Parade Attack« a Car—The Shoot- 
luir Follo^va—Another R iot 
Caasea One Death. 


St. Louis, June 11.—Sunday was one 
of the most eventful and bloody 
since the great strike on the St. Louie 
transit began more than a month ago. 
There were numerous encounters be­ 
tween strikers and other riotous in- 
cliivitluals and the constituted authori­ 
ties, resulting in four deaths and) the 
wounding of five or 
more 
persons, 
mostly strikers. One of the latter will 
die.

8,000 BERRY PICKERS. 


They Are Given 
Employment 


This Vicinity During the 


Season.

TrtEY MAKE $1 PER DAY UP. 


The Champion Picker Who Has the 
World’s 
Record 
Arrived 


Saturday Night. 


em- 
A email army of fruit pickers la 
ployed every summer In Berrien county. 
One be(?ins to realize the size of this 
army when he figures that there are 
aome days picked as hi^h as 40,000 and 
60,000 cases ef strawberries in the im­ 
mediate vicinity of the twin cities and 
that six cases Is a good daily average 
for one picker. 


Hobos and country men and women 
constitute a large portion of the force. 
Many school children from the twin 
«Itlee earn their pocket money during 
vacation In the berry fields, and domes­ 
tics are much given to leaving their 
mistresses for the fruit farms In the 
summer. 


The season Is opened with the straw­ 
berry crop, which generally lasts the 
lirst 20 days of June. 
A few years ago 
growers paid 25 cents a case to pickers 
but this year very few pay more than 
20 cents. 
Even at this tigure the aver­ 
age picker can earn from $I to $120 
a day, and the practiced ones iiad but 
little dilliculty in making as high as $2 
aaily. 


Before the 
last 
strawberry 
has 
ripened cherries and gooseberries ap­ 
pear on the bills. 
The picker may 
take hia choice. 
He receives 32 cents 
(or picking aEd packing a case of 
cherries, and only 24 cents for a case 
of gojseberries. 
Tne picking of cher­ 
ries is ditticuit, however, and wnere the 
average picker exerts himself to finish 
five crates of cherries a day he may as 
easily pick seven cases of gooseberries. 


With July comes 
the raspberry, 
which generally remains until the 20th. 
The picker is paid 32 cents a case and 
he averages $1.50 a day. 


Following close is the sturdy black­ 
berry, which does not disappear until 
the middle of August. The blackberry 
is the picker’s delight. 
The poorest 
worker can pick six cases in ten hours 
and for every case be is paid 25 cents. 
The top notchers had a bitter rivalry a 
few years ago for the championsnip. 
Two hobos Known as “Cyclone” and 
*’St. Louis Red,” were candidates for 
the honor and after much discussion a 
contest was arranged with a purse of 
<10 for the winner. 
The men picked 
from 6 in the morning to 0 in the even­ 
ing on George Olson’s farm, two miles 
out of St. Joseph on the Lake Shore 
drive. 
“Cyclone” picked 23 sixteen 
quart crates and won the champion­ 
ship over ^‘St. Louis R ed,’* who picked 
17 cases. 


“Cyclone’s” record, although made 
six years ago, remains unbroken. 
He 
arrived In St. Joseph Saturday even­ 
ing and will spend the summer in the 
berry fields. 
He claims to 
be the 
champion blackberry picker 
of the 
world and is ready to protect the title 
at any time. 


Peaches and grapes follow the black­ 
berries and continue the season until 
winter seods out his first cold blasts of 
frost. 
Peach pickers receive $l a day. 
The average laborer picks 150 baskets 
of grapes daily and he receives one 
cent a basket.

London, June 11,—The admirals at 
Taku, acting in concert, are forcibly 
reopening the railway from Tien-Tsin 
to Peking. 
Gangs of laborers are re­ 
pairing the damaged line, which 
is 
guarded by 1,500 men, composed of de­ 
tachments from the foreign fleet. One 
hundred Americans, under Capt. Mc- 
Calla, are among them. 
They have 
guns and armored trains for use when 
the line is repairedi, which can hardly 
be effectedi before to-night. 


Ten thousand troops of all national­ 
ities, according to a dispatch to tlie 
Daily Express from Shanghai, will be 
sent, to Peking to back up the demands 
of the ministers upon the government, 
or, if necessary, to suppress the Uoxers 
themselves. 


Grow« More D anireroas. 


Tien-Tsin, June 11.—There are 31 for­ 
eign war vessels at Taku. A message 
from Peking to the admirals asserts 
that the situation is hourly growing 
more dangerous for foreigners. All 
those at Peking have taken refuge in 
Legation street. The civilian inaJes are 
under arms to fight with tiie regulars 
if necessary. 
Tbe approaches to Le­ 
gation s-treet are surrounded by howl­ 
ing mpbs of 
uiuliseiph’ned 
soldiery, 
with cannon and bayonets. The inter­ 
national g-uard wc>v holding off the 
mob, which screamed 
insults 
aud 
threats. 
This was the situation Snt- 
urdiay when the couriers got through 
with the latest diispatches. The em­ 
press dowager was amusing herself at 
the palace with theatricals. I t is re­ 
ported that government arms are being 
dealt out to the Uoxers. The troops 
of Tung Puh Seang are said to be as­ 
sisting to kill native Christians after 
malignant torivires.

London, June 11.—Details have been 
received from Shanghai regarding the 
recent murders of railway eiiiiineers 
by Boxers. It seems that a party of 
30, including six ladies and one child, 
left Pao Ting Fu in 12 boats under 
fnilitary escort. 
After traversing 50 
miles in safety they missed their way. 
The boats groundied, and' the Boxers 
opened' fire upon the unfortunate oc­ 
cupants, using both rifles and wooden 
cannon. 
The eiig*ineers returned the 
lire effectively, and the party landed. 
One lady and three men got separated 
from the main body. They were bru­ 
tally killed. 
The survivors formed a 
square, with those able to bear arms 
■ outside, and the women inside, and 
made ofY toward 
Tien-Tsin. 
They 
traveled three and a half days, fight­ 
ing all the way. 
More 
than 
2,000 
cartridges were expended, and ammu­ 
nition was running short. 
They es­ 
timated that they killed a;t least a 
hundred rebels. The men behaved like 
heroes, carrying the women and chil­ 
dren. 
One lady of the 
party 
was 
close to m aternity. 
Twelve 
miles 
from Tien-Tsin three men disappeared 
and were murd'ered. 
The survivors 
eventiially met th e rescue party, and, 
much exhausted, they were escorted 
to Tien-Tsin.

The meetings of 
the national committee, beginning next 
Wednesday, will be hejd in one of the 
banquet rooms on the tenth or top 
floor of the hotel.

divide the day first into halves, then
